Some months ago this column 
predicted that the 1940 
census 
would disclose that the national 
and state capitols would show the 
greatest 
population 
increases, 
due to the tremendous increase 
in the number of government and 
stale employees the past seven 
years and because the country is 
being drained by taxes that are 
being sent to the national and 
state capitols. 


Recently announced census fig­ 
ures show that the average in­ 
crease of the State Capitols dur­ 
ing the 1930-40 period has been 
10% while many industrial cities 
declined in size. 


The figures are not yet detailed 
enough to show how government­ 
al employment figured in gains 
of state capitals, but Washing­ 
ton's 36 per cent jump to 663,­ 
153 was attributed almost wholly 
to increases in the Federal pay­ 
roll. 


Among state capitals there was 
a 62 per cent rise in Austin, Tex., 
a 50 per cent boost in Talahassee, 
Fla., and a 40 per cent leap in 
the count of Phoenix, Arizona. 


Boston, one of the two losers 
among stale capitals, fell from 
781,188 to 769.520. However, busi­ 
ness and industry are far greater 
factors 
in 
Boston's 
population 
than government. Frankfort, Ky., 
only other capital loser, declined 
246.

The black w idow spider popu­ 
lation continues its substantial in ­ 
crease over last season, though 
still below its high-w ater m ark 
of three years ago w hen its defi­ 
nite balance in California life be­ 
came pronounced. 
The present 
sum m er has been ideal for breed­ 
ing and in single residences w ith ­ 
in the past tw o w eeks I have 
seen from 50 to 200 young spiders 
about the premises. 
These, ranging from a w eek or 
two up to half-grow n state, are 
in garages, basem ents and every 
conceivable crack. The w eb 
of 
these 
young 
housekeepers 
is 
small, the spiders a grayish brow n 
of varying shades up to 
n ear­ 
black, are largely unnoticed if 
not checked w ill hide out in the 
coming w inter to produce an ab ­ 
norm al crop for 1941. 
Septem ber and October a r e 
the m onths to wage the really 
effective 1941 battle against the 
black widow and unless this is 
done the pests w ill have gained 
a substantial foothold by n e x t 
¡ summer. 
A nother hiding place for t h e 
young spiders is in buckets, pans 
and boxes sitting about yards. In 
scores of these I have found (as 
in previou sum m ers) the t i n y 
spiders 
growing 
and 
thriving. 
These are easily killed. If m erely 
dum ped from the containers they 
seek new homes. 
One of my experim ental jars 
in m y study shows the rate of re­ 
production in a w arm sum m er 
season. On Ju n e 21 I placed a

m other and egg sac in a gallon 
jar. 
T hat evening 
th e 
cocoon 
hatched and later the sam e night 
the gravid m other spun an o th er 
cocoon which in a few w eeks also 
hatched. This gave in all from 400 
to 600 young spiders in the can­ 
nibalistic struggle. At this date, 
two m onths later, th ere rem ain 
only th e m other and one of th e 
second hatching. In nature, a fair 
proportion 
of 
these 
hundreds 
would have survived to set up a 
safe household som ewhere. Two 
days ago the m other spider spun 
her third cocoon of th e sum m er. 
I have seen w ithin the p ast 
week as mafiy as a dozen separ­ 
ate webs within a foot of space. 
It is th e failure to get these im ­ 
m ature specimens w hich 
form s 
one of their m ain advantages in 
m ultiplying. Som etim es an ad u lt 
will escape and hide in a crack, 
but eventually she w ill rebuild 
her w eb and can be killed. O nce 
an ad u lt has established a w eb, 
it w ill not move and such a w eb 
once located m ay be w atched u n ­ 
til a favorable chance comes to 
m ake a kill.

Prado Damages to 


County 5215,715 


Riverside 
county is to seek 
$215,715 in dam ages for the loss 
to county roads and property and 
for lost tax revenue by the con­ 
struction of Prado dam , it was 
brought out at Tuesday’s m eeting 
of th e county board of super­ 
visors. 
The assertion was m ade by 
C hairm an Ralph W. Stanfield aft­ 
er H arry L. M arshall, valuation 
engineer retained by the county, 
filed his formal report of valua­ 
tions of county property in the 
Prado retarding basis. 
• 
U nder the assum ption that the 
condem nation action by the O r­ 
ange County Flood C ontrol dis­ 
trict w ill take over partial con­ 
trol only of the county roads— 
contined to seasonal periods of 
inundation—M arshall placed the 
am ount of damages at the figure 
m entioned by Stanfield. 
Should the flood control dis­ 
trict tak e over full control of the 
area, the am ount of 
dam ages 
would be $385,603 for absolute 
loss of the roads in the reservoir 
location. 
The dam ages estim ated for par­ 
tial loss include $120,000 for lost 
tax revenue from privately-ow n­ 
ed lands in the reservoir area, 
capitalized 
at 
five 
per 
cent, 
M arshall pointed out. 
M arshall’s report, illustrated by 
photographs of roads and bridges 
concerned in the area, establishes 
values as of October 29, 1938, 
when Prado condem nation suits 
were instituted.
